Safety Article; [or] 5 

 

  (2) the actual wages earned by the covered employee in employment in 6 

the National Guard; OR 7 

 

  (3) THE ACTUAL WAGES EARNED BY THE COVERED EMPLOYEE IN 8 

THE EMPLOYEE’S CIVILIAN EMPLOYMENT AT THE TIME OF ENTRY INTO STATE 9 

ACTIVE DUTY. 10
